It took five tough years, but Roy Boe finally achieved one 
of his two major goals, a championship for the New York Nets of 
the American Basketball Association. Now, the 44-year old presi- 
dent of both the Nets and the New York Islanders of the National 
Hockey League is going full steam ahead to achieve his second 
major goal, the Stanley Cup title for the Islanders. 


Just six years ago, Roy Boe was completely involved in the 
garment industry with Boe Jests clothes. Then he purchased the 
Westchester Bulls, a farm club of the New York Football Giants, 
which he shifted to Long Island after one season. In 1969, Boe 
purchased the Nets from Arthur Brown and started a major re- 
building program culminating with the purchase of Julius Erving 
and the ABA Championship last spring. 


In just two years of major league hockey, Roy has been in- 
strumental in signing three of the game’s top future superstars, 
1974 Rookie of the Year Denis Potvin, 1972 top amateur Bill 
Harris and Islanders first round draft in 1974, Clark Gillies. To 
add in the development of these fine young prospects, Roy last 
winter obtained a permanent practice and front office site that 
has no equal in the NHL, Racquet & Rink in Farmingdale,.L.I. 


Boe was born in Brooklyn and attended Englewood School 
in New Jersey. He then went to Yale University, where he was 
graduated with the class of 1951. When he is not attending bas- 
ketball or hockey games at the Coliseum, Roy can be’found on 
the court playing squash in the winter and tennis in the summer. 


WILLIAM A. TORREY | 
Vice President and 
General Manager 


The man in charge with the day to day operation of the 
entire New York Islanders hockey club is their Vice President and 
General Manager, Bill Torrey. Along with his other duties as Vice 
President, Torrey is ultimately responsible for the selection of 
talent and with providing coach Al Arbour with the best available 
players. 


It is this objective, then, that has occupied the 39-year-old 
native of Montreal every day for the past three years. Despite a 
tremendous temptation to trade his future draft choices for older, 
more experienced players, Torrey has never strayed from his origi- 
nal philosophy of building with youth. It is to his credit that the 
Islanders have drafted and signed Rookie of the Year Denis Potvin, 
1972 top amateur Bill Harris and Islanders first round draft in 
1974, Clark Gillies. 


Last season, the Islanders concentrated heavily on improving 
their defense. In one year, the club managed to cut their goals 
against by 100 goals, an accomplishment no other NHL club in 
the 58-year history of the league has ever managed. This season, 
the Islanders must try to improve their goal production and Tor- 
rey has already made moves in that direction. 


Torrey is familiar with the problems inherent with an expan- 
sion hockey team. Prior to joining the Islanders, Bill served as the 
Executive Vice President of the Oakland Seals from 1968-70. 
During his two-year tenure in Oakland, the Seals moved from last 
place to second and made the playoffs both years. Since his 
departure in 1970, the Seals are still seeking their next playoff 
slot. 


ALGER J. ARBOUR 
Coach, New York Islanders 


On April 6, 1974, New York Is- 
landers coach Al Arbour saw his 
personal streak of never having 
missed the playoffs in 19 years 
as a player and executive in pro- 
fessional hockey broken as the 
Islanders missed the post season 
action for the second straight 
year. In typical Arbour fashion, 
he, “I guess 1’ll just have-to begin 
my new streak at the end of next _ 
year.” | 
Al Arbour was named coach of 
the Islanders on June 10, 1973 
and thus became the team’s third oe oe 
‘coach in its brief two-year history. For the 41-year-old native of 
Sudbury, Ontario, last season may have been a personal setback, 
but to players and followers of the Islanders, the club’s improv- 
ment over their first season was just short of phenomenal. 


The Islanders finished the season with a total of 56 points, 26 
more than the 30 they registered in their first season, representing 
a rate of improvement of 86.6%. They also reduced their goals 
against by 100 thereby setting a new NHL mark. Overall, the 
Islanders established 23 new team and individual records with 
Arbour at the helm. 


But to the veteran of 12 NHL seasons with Chicago, Detroit, 
Toronto and St. Louis, records don’t mean a thing. The only 
thing that will make Al Arbour happy is the development of a 
playoff contender for the Islanders. 

One of the few players in NHL history to wear glasses while play- 
ing, Arbour began his NHL coaching career with St. Louis in 1970 
and held that position for 50 games before making his return as a 
player. The following season, Al started as the assistant General 
Manager of the Blues, but in late December he replaced Bill 
McCreary and guided the Blues out of last place to third in the 
West Division. After his club defeated Minnesota in the first round 
of the playoffs, they were eventually knocked out in the semi- 
finals by the Stanley Cup victors, the Boston Bruins. 


ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF 


In charge of coordinating the Islanders seven man scouting staff is 
the newly appointed Director of Amateur Scouting, Jim Devel- 
lano. The 31-year-old Toronto, Ontario native, a former member 
of the St. Louis Blues scouting staff, joined the Islanders at the 
start of their first season in the National Hockey League. As head 
of the Islanders scouting staff, Jim will also be in charge of pre- 
paring all the reports to be fed into the Islanders computer scout- 
ing system.
